We  have  come  to  the  time  when  we  must  give  serious  consideration  to  the  future.  Many  of 
our  dreams  have  come  true,  especially  with  respect  to  facilities  constructed  and  facilities 
programmed  for  the  next  five  years.  How  are  we  going  to  use  these  to  provide  better 
learning  assistance  to  more  students  at  realistic  costs  in  time  and  money?

Last  year  saw  the  Admissions  office  faced  with  the 
monumental  task  of  trying  to  choose  a  freshman  class 
and  transfer  students  from  the  thousands  of  applica¬ 
tions  received  throughout  the  year.  Next  year  will  see 
a  change  in  policy;  commitment  to  the  SUNY  policy  of 
accepting  transfer  students  in  their  junior  year,  after 
having  completed  community  college,  will  lead  the 
admissions  officers  to  accepting  more  transfers  and, 
consequently,  accepting  the  smallest  freshman  class 
in  quite  a  few  years.

The  size  of  our  college  has  always  made  it  conducive  to  good  student-faculty  relations. 
Most  classes  have  remained  small,  even  with  the  introduction  of  television  teaching  and 
the  lecture  halls  in  the  Instructional  Resources  Center.  Many  of  the  science  department’s 
general  courses  are  taught  in  large  lecture  halls,  as  are  music,  history,  and  education 
“common  hours.”  Television  has  been  used  for  lectures  in  economics  and  physical  edu¬ 
cation,  with  more  courses  planned  for  the  future. 

Ironically  enough,  the  cause  for  poor  student-faculty  relations,  when  they  exist,  can  us¬ 
ually  be  placed  on  the  students  who  have  very  rarely  even  considered  inviting  faculty  to 
their  dorm  or  organizational  functions.  This  picture  has  been  changing,  however,  as 
dorm  governments  and  other  groups  invite  faculty  members  to  speak  informally  in  their 
lounges  and  take  part  in  their  activities.  Several  faculty  members  serve  as  advisors  to 
student  organizations;  their  help  is  usually  considered  invaluable  by  the  members.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  work  with  them  in  these  capacities  find  a  much  better  basis  for  relations  in 
class.

As  the  faculty  growth  mirrors  that  of  the  rest  of  the  college,  it  is  almost  certain  that  the 
prevailing  attitude  of  the  faculty  toward  students  will  remain:  they  are  people  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  our  education  in  and  out  of  classes.  It  is  certain  that  they  usually  want  to  be 
considered  as  equal  with  respect  to  student  involvement  in  college  policies.  Initiative  still 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the  students!

Social  Science 

The  staff  of  the  department  increased  by  six  and 
reached  a  total  of  fifty  members  who  teach  the 
disciplines  of  history,  sociology,  political  science, 
area  studies,  economics,  and  geography.  Course 
offerings  were  increased,  especially  in  electives, 
and  the  department  experimented  with  courses 
that  took  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  the 
study  of  social  science. 

The  graduate  programs  for  the  Master  of  Arts  in 
Economics  and  the  Master  of  Science  in  Eco¬ 
nomics  Education  were  started  this  year.  Plans 
for  further  Masters  programs,  including  one  for 
history,  reached  their  final  stages. 

An  important  aspect  of  the  department’s  activi¬ 
ties — overseas  programs — continued,  with  Ernest 
Goodman  directing  the  first  year  of  the  program 
at  the  University  of  Wurzburg  in  Germany,  where 
several  Oneonta  students  studied.  Additionally, 
Yonah  Alexander  conducted  a  summer  course  in 
Modern  Israel  and  remained  in  Jerusalem  to  direct 
a  SUCO  program  in  cooperation  with  the  Hebrew 
University.

The  goal  of  the  music  faculty  is  to  produce  students  who  con¬ 
tinually  strive  to  excel  both  in  their  academic  pursuits  and  in 
their  musical  accomplishments.  The  program  that  they  teach 
combines  a  broad  study  of  the  liberal  arts  with  an  intensified 
but  freely-structured  curriculum  in  music. 

The  new  Fine  Arts  Center  affords  the  Music  Department  room 
that  it  has  never  had  before;  there  are  audition  and  practice 
studios  as  well  as  the  Goodrich  Theatre,  which  accommodates 
most  of  the  musical  performances  given  at  the  college. 

The  study  of  music,  on  an  overview,  is  considered  to  be  a  joint 
venture  between  students  and  the  faculty;  it  is  informal  enough 
to  permit  individual  development  of  talent  and  knowledge  in  the 
field  of  music.

Many  of  the  organizations  pictured  here  are  new  during  the  past  few  years.  A  comparison 
to  the  existing  clubs  in  1965  will  show  that  the  newer  organizations  reflect  a  desire  to  take 
part  in  more  specialized  areas  in  an  attempt  to  accomplish  something  more  than  passing 
away  some  free  time. 

In  government,  the  Women’s  Student  Government  Association  has  yielded  to  the  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Women  Students,  a  national  affiliation  with  an  organization  whose  prime  purpose 
is  to  educate,  rather  than  govern,  the  women  students  here.  From  the  Outing  Club,  for¬ 
merly  the  only  athletic  organization  outside  the  MAA  and  WAA,  there  has  sprung  the  Ski 
Club  and  organizations  studying  judo  and  karate.  Academically,  the  old  Science  Club  is 
an  excellent  example  of  change  to  specialization,  with  new  affiliations  springing  up  in  biolo¬ 
gy,  chemistry,  geology,  and  study  in  pre-medicine  affairs. 

The  Student  Senate,  the  governing  body  of  the  Student  Association,  had  a  rough  fight  last 
year  to  maintain  its  policy  of  a  mandatory  fee;  it  was  finally  given  the  right  to  keep  the 
policy,  thanks  to  the  Board  of  T rustees  and  Legislature.  The  Senate,  itself,  has  been  through 
much  reorganization,  with  the  revision  of  its  constitution. 

Socially,  the  greeks  have  seen  the  demise  of  Lambda  Nu  Omega  sorority  and  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  lota  Tau  Kappa  fraternity.  But  the  value  of  greeks  has  been  greatly  questioned 
this  year,  as  independents  noticed  that  the  same  number  of  women  and  only  sixty-two 
men  who  began  the  pledge  period  with  their  respective  groups,  reflecting  a  much  smaller 
number  of  greeks  that  did  not  change  in  proportion  with  the  growth  of  the  student  body.

In  congruence  with  my  academic  re¬ 
sponsibilities,  I  can  say  that  I  am  here 
for  what  I  consider  to  be  a  very  basic 
reason.  It  is  very  obvious,  especially 
here  in  Oneonta,  the  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  accept  ideas  rather  than  dis¬ 
cerning  them.  Some  people  are  will¬ 
ing  to  mold  their  lives  around  one 
single  idea  or  movement  and  often  it 
seems  they  end  up  on  a  dead-end 
street.  When  I  leave  Oneonta  I  hope 
I  may  be  able  to  say  that  I  know 
enough,  I  have  realized  enough,  so 
that  I  may  be  a  distinct,  selective, 
functioning  individual  rather  than  a 
hopeless  speck  in  a  hopeless  mass. 


What  am  I  doing  at  Oneonta?  I  sup¬ 
pose  the  reason  I  came  to  Oneonta 
is  about  as  arbitrary  as  anyone 
else’s,  but  I  think  the  important 
question  is,  “Why  did  I  stay?”  I've 
never  really  thought  this  question  out 
by  reason  number  one  and  reason 
number  two:  I  stayed  for  many  rea¬ 
sons.  The  size  of  the  college  was  to 
my  liking;  the  department  in  my  ma¬ 
jor  was  good;  I  felt  very  comfortable 
here. 

Since  I  first  came  to  Oneonta,  this 
college  has  doubled  in  size  and  is 
still  growing.  I  think  I,  too,  have 
grown  along  with  the  college.  As  the 
campus  has  become  more  sensitive 
and  aware  of  things,  I  have  become 
more  sensitive  and  aware.  The  growth 
of  the  college  is  probably  the  biggest 
reason  for  my  still  being  here,  and 
I’ve  never  been  sorry  that  I  stayed. 


Originally,  my  sole  purpose  in  com¬ 
ing  here  was  to  major  in  education 
to  become  an  elementary  school 
teacher.  Now  that  that  particular  goal 
is  about  to  be  reached,  I  think  there 
is  more  to  college  life  than  the  ac¬ 
ademic  part.  During  the  course  of 
four  years  I  have  spent  a  relatively 
small  portion  of  time  with  classes 
and  homework.  The  major,  and  to 
me,  the  most  important — portion  of 
my  time  has  been  spent  working 
with  faculty,  members  of  the  admin¬ 
istration,  and  other  students  on  pol¬ 
icies  and  programs  that  affect  the 
college  as  a  whole.  Liberalized  pol¬ 
icies  including  later  curfews,  a  key 
system,  and  alcohol  have  been  in¬ 
stituted  after  discussion  and  com¬ 
promise.

The  spring  track  team — Oneonta’s  first — was  comprised  mostly  of  runners 
with  no  home  facilities  or  track,  and  competed  unofficially  in  meets  at  Delhi, 
Hartwick,  Cobleskill,  and  Harpur.  This  prepared  them  for  official  participation 
in  the  LeMoyne  Relays  where  captain  Dick  Ward,  Gene  Foster,  Bob  Zekel,  Mark 
Dye,  and  Pete  Dorn  broke  four  school  records.  In  the  SUNYAC  Champion¬ 
ships — largely  on  the  tremendous  effort  of  Jim  Dever  who  won  both  the  one 
mile  and  two  mile  Conference  Championships — the  team’s  school  record  of 
3:34.7  and  Don  Fuller’s  43  foot  triple  jump  added  to  Dever’s  near  one-man 
performance. 

Indoor  records  were  set  by  Dick  Ward  in  the  mile  run  and  by  Mark  Dye,  in 
the  mile  walk,  and  440  yard  hurdlers.  Foster,  Zarel,  Dye,  and  Bill  Collins  ran 
the  relay  before  a  national  television  audience  in  Madison  Square  Garden  in 
February. 
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The  1968  tennis  team  finished  their  season 
with  an  amazing  eight  wins  and  no  losses.  They 
placed  second  in  the  State  Conference,  and 
third  in  the  E.C.A.C.  Tournament.  Al  Chaskin, 
the  number  one  singles  player  for  Oneonta, 
finished  with  an  8-0  record,  and  is  still  unde¬ 
feated  in  dual  competition.  The  number  two 
singles  player,  Erik  House,  had  a  dual  com¬ 
petition  record  of  7-1.

Due  to  a  number  of  unfortunate  circum¬ 
stances,  the  softball  team  was  unable  to 
play  two  of  their  eight  games  scheduled 
for  the  1968  season.  Games  were  played 
against  Albany,  New  Paltz, .  Ithaca,  Mo¬ 
hawk,  Harpur  and  Delhi.  Nancy  Frisch, 
Sue  Smith,  Bobbie  Carmichael,  and  Diane 
Howard  led  a  strong  infield,  while  excel¬ 
lent  pitching  came  from  Debbie  Dyer.  The 
total  record  for  the  season  was  5  wins, 
with  the  one  loss  to  Ithaca. 
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The  whisperings  that  someday  soon  we  might  be  permitted  to  have  an  open  house  with 
closed  doors  was  once  discounted  by  the  majority  of  the  student  body  and  administrators 
alike.  That  was  four  years  ago,  when  Golding  was  the  only  men’s  dorm  and  Dr.  Kimball 
was  the  Dean  of  Students. 

At  that  time,  women  were  locked  in  their  dorms  at  11:00  each  weekday  evening  (for  first 
semester  freshmen  it  was  10:00);  weekends  meant  1:00  curfews  and  a  few  special  events 
stretched  that  to  2:00  A.M.  An  evening  open  house  was  made  on  an  experimental  basis; 
closed-door  open  houses  weren’t  to  come  for  two  more  years.  Alcohol  on  campus  was 
a  dream  for  the  starry-eyed.  Self-regulated  dorms?  They  weren’t  even  thought-of! 

We  now  find  more  relaxed  regulations  in  a  newly-expanded  campus:  all  of  the  policies 
above-curfew  abolition,  closed-door  open  houses,  alcohol  on  campus  and  in  the  dorms, 
and  self-governing  residence  halls-have  been  approved  at  least  on  experimental  bases  and 
the  administration  has  been  favorably  impressed  with  the  attitude  of  students  toward 
these  responsibilities. 

The  physical  expansion  of  the  campus  has  done  much  to  change  student  life.  The  residence 
halls  have  increased  in  number  from  six  (one  men’s)  to  fifteen  (four  for  the  men)  and, 
though  the  girls  still  complain  about  the  2:1  ratio,  they  find  it  much  more  compatible  than 
5:1,  which  prevailed  when  we  were  freshmen.

Dorm  life  has  changed  radically  in  the  past  few  years, 
with  all  female  students  (except  first  semester  fresh¬ 
men)  gaining  the  key  privileges  that  were  once  re¬ 
served  for  the  exclusive  use  of  seniors  with  parental 
permission.  A  change  in  the  visiting  hours  now  permits 
open  houses  at  the  discretion  of  the  residents  of  the 
dorms,  without  the  limitation  of  one  per  month,  as  it 
was  regulated  by  the  WSGA. 

The  most  significant  change  was  the  attainment  of 
self-government  by  the  men  of  Hays  Hall  this  year. 
When  the  residents  showed  that  they  had  an  effective 
government,  including  a  judicial  body,  the  administra¬ 
tion  permitted  them  to  make  all  policies  that  governed 
the  residents  in  their  dorm.  Done  on  a  trial  basis  for 
this  semester,  the  men  changed  the  visiting  hours  for 
women  in  the  dorm  and  established  their  own  policies 
concerning  alcohol.

Eating  in  Dining  Halls 


A  survey  of  all  the  units  of  the  State  University  showed  that  Oneonta  students 
receive  more  meals  for  less  money,  in  comparison.  The  dining  hall  means 
different  things  to  all  of  us:  to  some,  it  is  a  job,  a  meeting  place  as  well  as 
an  eating  place,  and  especially  the  sole  source  of  nourishment  for  twenty-one 
meals  a  week.

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Class  of  19G9  Has 
First  May  Graduation 


The  Class  of  1969,  which  graduated  approximately  815  students,  had  the 
distinction  of  being  the  first  class  to  graduate  in  May  in  the  history  of  the 
college — with  commencement  exercises  being  held  on  the  thirty-first. 

Plans  for  graduation  started  early,  as  the  class’  Executive  Board  prepared  a 
list  of  desired  speakers  in  November.  The  first  one  invited,  Senator  Edmund 
S.  Muskie  of  Maine,  declined.  This  brought  to  the  senior  class  the  knowledge 
from  President  Netzer  that  it  is  the  Faculty  Administrative  Council  who  selects 
the  graduation  speaker  each  year.  In  consultation,  it  was  decided  that  the 
class  could  invite  a  speaker  with  the  approval  of  the  Administration.  Our  own 
Senator  Charles  Goodell  was  selected.  Commencement,  held  in  the  Phys.  Ed. 
Building,  saw  another  class  depart  after  days  of  senior  activities  that  included 
a  picnic  and  banquet. 
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All  college  freshman  classes  are  told  that  more  than  half  of  them  will  not  be  at  the  college 
at  the  end  of  four  years.  The  reasons  for  leaving  school  are  many:  some  flunk  out,  transfer, 
get  married,  decide  that  college  wasn’t  for  them,  and,  in  our  case,  three  died. 

Our  class  has  seen  more  changes  on  the  SUCO  campus  than  any  other  one  class  has 
ever  seen  or  will  ever  see:  enrollment  increased  from  2,700  to  4,250  during  the  time 
we  have  been  here;  nine  dormitories  were  added  to  the  original  six.  Old  Main,  with  its  pi¬ 
geon-hole  mailboxes,  bumpy  floors,  and  eighty  year-old  heritage,  fell  into  gradual  disuse 
with  the  emergence  of  Schumacher  and  Fitzelle  Halls,  the  Instructional  Resources  Center, 
the  Fine  Arts  Center,  the  Physical  Sciences  Building,  and  the  Administration  Building;  the 
small  health  office  on  the  first  floor  gave  way  to  a  health  center  that  provides  us  with 
round-the-clock  service  and  care. 

The  projected  enrollment  for  the  mid-seventies  is  5,500.  Construction  being  planned 
for  the  next  few  years  includes  a  new  dormitory  complex,  library,  physical  education  fa¬ 
cilities,  student  center,  and  classroom  space.  Our  graduating  class  will  have  new  build¬ 
ings  to  visit  when  its  members  return  on  Alumni  Day,  but  we  already  sound  like  old- 
timers  to  the  freshmen  who  can’t  envision  the  Phys.  Ed.  Building  being  the  furthest  point 
on  campus,  the  quadrangle  being  the  site  of  the  soccer  field  or  even  Huntington  Hall 
and  its  original  name-Dorm  D.

My  first  answer  would  be,  “I  some¬ 
times  wonder.”  I  have  directed  my 
energies  during  the  last  eighteen
